all of the old and local sororities.

Sigma Delta Chi —> Alpha Xi Delta

It was founded in 1921, 
and later affiliated with 
Alpha Xi Delta in 1947 


Kappa Phi Omega —=> Alpha Delta Pi 


Kappa Phi Omega 
was the second 
sorority on campus 
and was founded 
in 1925. 

It later affiliated as 
Alpha Delta Pi in 
1948. 


Sigma Pi Delta —> Aloha Gamma Delta 


Sigma Pi Delta was the third sorority on campus, founded in 1926, and merged as Alpha Gamma Delta in 1948. 
There was a short period of lots of change when many of the local sororities and fraternities made the switch to national ones. 


There was a fourth sorority founded the same year as Sigma Pi Delta, but it only lasted a few years and was gone before it could affiliate 
with a national sorority. This was the last new sorority for about 25 years.

similarities with fraternities, but the ban was lifted and they became the first 
social fraternity on campus. 


Sigma Eta Delta—= Theta Chi 


Sigma Eta Delta was the second 
fraternity on campus and was founded 
in 1925. 


It was a local fraternity until 1950 when 
it became affiliated with Theta Chi. 


Alpha Gamma Phi 


Third fraternity but didn’t last long 
Faculty advisor: Nicholas Hyma 


Had a house on S. Florida St 


Alpha Gamma Phi was the third fraternity on campus 
although it never ended up affiliating with a national 
fraternity and only lasted about 4 years. 


Interesting enough, our very own Nicholas Hyma was 
their faculty advisor!

Alpha Sigma Phi has the most complicated history. 


It also goes back to Chi Alpha Tau. 
It became the Beta Nu chapter of Alpha Sig in 1946, the same year that it merged with Alpha 
Kappa Pi. 


Then, in 1951, Phi Sigma Epsilon was founded at Wesleyan. 
Nationally, it merged with Phi Sigma Kappa which divided the chapter at Wesleyan and Phi Sigma 
Phi was formed. 


They both merged and rechartered Alpha Sigma Phi, which had previously been shut down.
